Incahe made a statement In which she 
declared she will pay all her obllga- 
tlona and that ber aole jurpoaa la so- 
Ing ii to face her eredltort. She said 
that ahe oonld hare obtained ball here 
if ahe had irliriied to and that one of 
the most prominent men In the coun- 
try had offered Tuesday to go on her 
bond. 

Mrp. Chadwlck left here in custody 
of United States Marshal Henkel and 
Deputy Marshals Kumb and Keller. 
Marshal Henksl said that he would 
leave tha train at Poughkeep.sic, but 
that (be other marshals would on 
to Cleveland with the prisoner. I'he 
train is scheduled to arrlre la Cleve- 
land at 11:60 Wednesday momlnr 
Mrs. Chadyftek Interviewed. 

Before leaving the United Stales 
marshal's ofllee tor the station, Mrs. 
* Chadwlck, at the suggestion at her 
counsel, Philip Carpenter, consented 
to an Interview with the number of 
newspaper men who were waiting. 

"Many statements that have appear- 
ed about me are absolutely false," she 
began. "I hare read statements in 
one or two papers that are absolutely 
false. I am physically and mentally 
broken down. I am not in any COndl' 
tion to make a statement. 

''I am going home for the sole pui> 
poaa of facing my creditors and what- 
' erer charges they hare made against 
WfitL I am going home voluntarily and 
IMI because I could not obtain ball. 
Since my arre.st I have had uSera of 
bail from many prominent persona, 
laa't that so, Mr. Carpenter?" she ask- 
ed, turning to her counsel. 

Tes; that's true," he replied. 

"To-day ball was offered to me by 
' one of the moat pron;>iaent mei^ in 
Cleveland by tclagftun.'* laid Mrs. 
Cbi^wlck. 

WlU Met QIvs iail In Cleveland. 

"I shall not give bail when I jcet In 
Cleveland. I have the best motive in 
the world for not doing so. The his- 
tory of this case from beginning to 
end will soon be published In a cer- 
tain newspaper. I promised to give 
out my story and 11 may take months 
to get out. It may be, however, that 
- it will be published to-morrow, next 
week or in a month. But certainly 
not until my obligations are settled 
and paid." 

Clereland, O., Dec. 14.— The home 
coming of Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwlck 
Wednesday will create more excite- 
ment in this city than any. event of 
reeeat years. The probability of a tr^ 
mendous jam at the depot has compell- 
ed Chief of Police Kohler to arrange 
details of offlcers to restrain the 
crowd, and United States Marshal 
Chgndler, to whose offices she will be 
taken vptm her arrival, has determin- 
ed to station a foree of deputies 
around his office to prevent the throng 
from taking tlve room by storm. 

Will Likely Qe To Jail. 
The prospects are ihit Mrs. Chad- 
wlck will be compelled to go to Jail 

unless she can give ball to the amount 
of 140.000, and she may be asked to 
furnish surety as high as $62,500. 
United SUtea District Attorney Suiii- 
yan daid Tuesday night that he did 
not care to discuss what action he 
would take after Mrs. Chadwlck's ar- 
rival. 

"Of course," he said, "the case of 
quyahofta oounty against Mrs. Cbad- 
wiok can not come up until after the 
federal ease his been disposed of. If 
Mrs. Chadwlck Khuuhl give the bond 
which District Attorney Sullivan will 
demand, I shall immediately oanse her 
re-arrest under the two ladiotmeats 
found against ber MQAdgy, and I will 
^ that ska jife hoM tor |ii,EOO on 
each Indictaent— a total surety of 
$25,000. There was a report Tuesday 
that a third Indictment was found 
against Mra Chadwlck obaiging forg- 
ery in oonnectioh with the $6,000,000 
CanMfli Hste. It waa not ratarbed, 
but atrah a dhlag may oeenr before 
Mis. Chadwlck has seen the end of her 
troubles with the federal officials. If 
it doea, Mr. Keeler will ask for a bond 
of $lS,fOO bk this ease also, making the 
total amount of surety that she will be 
called upon to furnish t62.500.

Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 14.— Fire 
which broke out In the photographic 
supply house of the O. H. Peck Co., on 
Fifth street, south, at 10:80 o'clock 
Tuesday night, spread to adjoining 
buildings and caused a loss estimated 
at $3,000,000. The Peck building was 
entirely gutted, while the six-story 
furniture house of Boutell Bros., one 
of the largest establishments of its 
kind in tha northwest, was ruined and 
a number of smaller buildings were 
also destroyed. 

For a time the be.st part of the re- 
tail district of the city was threatened 
and the firemen seemed powerfesa to 
stay the onrush of the flamea. which 
were driven by a high wind from the 
north. 

Allowed to Burn Themsalvea Out. 

By allowing the buildings already 
on fire to bum themselrea out, and 
confining their efforts to adjacent 

buildings, however, the fln^fighters 
had the cijnflagration fairly under eon- 
trol at 2 o'clock Wednesday morning. 

The fire was discovered in Peck's 
optical instrument store in the rear of 
Boutell Broa.' esUblishment. A small 
fire in itself, it got beyond the con- 
trol of the firemen and ;it tacked Bou- 
tell Bros.' house furnishing establish- 
ment. The big store, filled with dra- 
peries and rugs, hung from display 
racks, was easy prey fbr the tames 
and at 1 o'clock was hopelessly mined. 

With the firemen still working on 
Boutell Bros.' building, the walls fell 
with a crash. Two firemen were seen 
in the glare to be burled beneath the 
avalanche of brick and mortar. One 
of the men caught in the fall of the 
walls was a member of the salvage 
corps. The other was a fireman from 
one of the engine companies. 

Blaaa Spread Rapidly. 

The fire spread to the New England 

house furnishing establishment acrosa 
the street from the Boutell Bros.' store. 
Then It leaped to the Powers Mercan- 
tile Co.'a great department store. 

The district in which the flre occur- 
red is closely built, most of the build- 
ings being substantial brick and stone 
structures and some of them, from an 
architectural standpoint, the hand- 
somest in the city. The high wind 
carried burning brands and sparks in 
all direetlona and many Incipient 
biases were lit within a radius of four 
blocks. The Northwestern National 
l)ank building, the Phoenix nfflee build- 
ing, the National Bauk of Commerce, 
the New York Life building and many 
other big office buildings were within 
the. flre zone and for a time seemed to 
he in Imminent danger. As soon as 
the extent of the lire was seen an ap- 
peal for assistance was made to the 
St. Paul department aitd two steamers 
and crews ware dispatched by a spe- 
cial train. 

The cold weather and the high wind 
deterred the flremmi to a great extent 
in their efforts to subdue the flames^ 
but fortunately the wind died down 
about 2 o'clock and further danger of 
the flre spreading aeamed to haye been 
averted.

Winchester. Ky , Dec 14 — The ti!g 
Marcuni damage suit is fairly launih- 
?d, but the end will not i)rohat)Iy lie 
•eached for two or three weeks, as the 
plaintiffs have about 76 witnesses and 
:be defendants nearly as many. 

Mrs. Marcum, the principal plalntifT. 
was the first witness. She testified 
that she bad sl.x children from one to 
19 years'of age. The earning capac- 
ity of her husband waa from $3,000 to 
16,000 per year. She told of a visit 
from Senator Hargls, one of the de- 
fendants, on which he advised her 
huKbatid to leave, saying ho vrould not 
harm him. but he could not ansiver 
for James Hargls and Ed Callahan. 

Capt. J. B. Ewen was standing by 
Marcam when the latter was killed. 
He looked back after the first shot 
and saw Curt Jett standing behind 
him in the corridor with his pistol In 
both hands and pointed at witness, 
who ran. He detailed several conver- 
sations with Hargls in regard to the 
matter, in one of which he told of Ma^ 
cum setting out trees, when Hargls 
said he would be sotting out trees in 
another world In a few months. 

John E. Patrick, whose brother mar- 
ried a sister of Marcum, testified as 
to the financial standing- of defend- 
ants. He said Callahan was worih 
$15,000 or $20,000, and the Hargises 
own large tracts of land, houses, 
stores and stocks of merchandise. Ho 
saw Marcum when he was killed. J. 
J. C. Bach was with Patrick when 
Marcum was killed and testified td 
the same facts. He had drawn an In- 
dictment for criminal libel against 
Marcum for statements published in 
the papers and Callahan and Hargis 
were the prosecuting witnesses. Mar- 
cum was killed a few days betbre the 
late set for the triaL

A Resolution Orsnting the Use of the 
Pension Office Building for the 
Inaugural Bail Wae Passed 
by tha Senate. 

Washington, Dec. 14.— Senate. — la 
the senate Tuesday a number of pri- 
vate bills and a few bills of a semi- 
publlo character were passed and 
there wae some discnaaipn of the para 
food bill by Messrs. McCumber and 
Piatt (Ct.) and Spooner. A resolu- 
tion granting the use of the pension 
office building for the inaugural ball 
also was passed. Mr. Bailey express- 
ed opposition to It. 

House.— Sitting as a grand Jury, the 
houae of representatives T>iesday, 
with almost a full membership and 
more than five hours' discussion to tho 
exclusion of all other business, adopt- 
ed a resolution providing for the im- 
peachment of Judge Charles Swayna» 
of the northern district of Florida, for 
"High crimes and misdemeanors." 
Heard Evidence In the Case. 

The case against the respondent waa 
clearly set out by Mr. Palmer, of Penn- 
sylvania, chalrinnn of the subcommit- 
tee of the judiciary committee which 
heard the evidence in the case. Ha 
carefully dissected the evidence bear^ 
ing on each of the speoiflcationa, and 
said that if it were found that Judge 
Swayne had done well he should be 
vindicated, but if he bad done ill he 
should be sent to trial, "Where his ex- 
cuses and apologies may or may not 
receive consideration. He was follow- 
ed by Messrs Clayton of Alabama. 
Powers of Massachusetts, Henry of 
Texas, and Lamar of Florida, each of 
whom in must vigorous terms advo- 
cated impeachment. Messrs. Gillett 
of California and Littiefleid of Maine, 
in speeches opposed their colleagues 
on all the specifleations except the one 
as to the account rendered to the gov- 
ernment by Judge Swayne for travel- 
ing expenses. 

Throughout the session intense in- 
terest was shown by members. Pol- 
lowing the adoption of the impeach- 
ment resolution, provlsfon was made 
for aiipolntment of five members to 
notify the senate of the imiieachment 
and for a committee of seven tO 
sent the case to the senate. 

Tuesday's proceedings were the first 
of their kind since the impeachment 
In 1876 of Oen. W. W. Belknap, who 
was secretary of war la gteai^Mlt 
Grant's cabinet.
